Text of President's 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—-The text 
of President Wilson’s address be- 
fore an audience of Fourth Liberty 


Loan workers here last night, fol- 
lows: 


My Fellow Citizens: 

Iam not here to promote the loan 
That will be done, ably and en- 
thusiastically done, by the hun- 
dreds of thousands of loval and 
tireless men and women who have 
undertaken to present it to you 
and to our fellow citizens through- 
out the country; and I have not 
the least doubt of their complete 
success, for I know their spirit, 
and the spirit of the country. My 
confidence is confirmed, too, by 
the thoughtful and experienced 
co-operation of the bankers here 
and everywhere, who are lending 
their invaluable aid and guidance. 

Il have come, rather, to seek an 
opportunity to present to you some 
thought which I trust will 
give you, in per- 
haps, fuller measure than  be- 
fore, a vivid sense of the 
&reat issues involved, in order that 
you may appreciate and accept 
with added enthusiasm the grave 
significance of the duty of sup- 
porting the Government by your 
men and your means to the ut- 
most point of sacrifice and self- 
denial. No man or.woman who 
has really taken in what this war 
means can hesitate to give to the 
very limit of what they have; and 
it is my mission here tonight to try 
to make it clear once more what 
the war really means. You will 
need no other stimulation or re- 
minder of your duty. 


Hope and Expectations. 

At every turn of the war we 
gain a fresh consciousness of what 
we mean to accomplish by it. 
When our hope and expectations 
are most excited we think more 
definitely than before of the is- 
sues that hang upon it and of the 
purposes which must be realized 
by means of it. For it has positive 
ard well defined purposes which 
we did not determine and which 
we cannot alter.

and unequivocal acceptance of the 
Principle that the interest of the 
Weakest is as sacred as the inter- 
est of the strongest. 

This is what we mean when we 
speak of a permanent peace, if we 
speak sincerely, intelligently and 
with a real knowledge and com- 
prehension of the matter we deal 
with. 

No Bargain or Compromise. 

We are all agreed that there 
can be no peace obtained by any 
kind of bargain or compromise 
with the Governments of the Cen- 
tral empires because we have dealt 
with them already and have seen 
them deal with other Governments 
that were parties to this struggle, 
at Brest-Litovsk and bBucharest. 

They have convinced us that they 
are without honor and do not in- 
tend justice. 

They observe no covenants, ac- 
cept no principle but force and 
their own interest. We cannot 
come to terms with them. 
They have made it impossible. The 
German people must by this time 
be fully aware that we cannot ac- 
cept the word of those who forced 
this war upon us. We do not 
think the same thoughts or speak 
the same language of agreement. 

It is of capital importance that 
we should also be explicitly agreed 
that no peace shall be obtained 
by any kind of compromise or 
abatement of the principles we 
have avowed as the principles for 
which we are fighting. There 
should exist no doubt about that. 
Il am, therefore, going to take the 
liberty of speaking with the ut- 
most frankness about the practi- 
cal implications that are involved 
in it. 

If it be in deed and in truth the 
common object of the Govern- 
ments associated against (tier- 
many and of the nations whom 
they govern, as I believe it to be, 
to achieve by the coming settle- 
ments a Secure and lasting peace, 
it will be necessary that all who 
sit down at the peace table shall 
come ready and willing to pay the

Rut these general terms do not 
disclose the whole matter. Seme 
details are needed to make them 
sound less like a thesis and more 
like a practical program. These, 
then, are some of the particulars, 
and I state theni with the greater 
confidence because I can state 
them authoritatively as represent- 
ing this Government's interpreta- 
tion of its own duty with regard to 
peace: 

1. The impartial justice meted 
out must involve no discrimination 
between those to whom we wish to 
be just and those to whom we do 
not wish to be just. It must be a 
justice that plays no favorites and 
knows no standard but the equal 
rights of the several peoples con- 
cerned. 

2. No special or separatc inter- 
est of any single nation or any 
groups of nations can be made the 
basis of any part of the settlement 
which is not_consistent with the 
common interests of all. 

$ There can be no leagues or 
alliances or special coyenants and 
understandings within the general 
and common family of the league 
of nations. 

4. And more specifically, there 
can be no special, selfish econom- 
ic combinations within the league 
and no employment of any form 
of economic boycott or exclusion 
except as the power of economic 
penalty by exchusion from the mar- 
kets of the world may be vested 
in the league of nations itsclf as 
a means of discipline and control. 

5. All international agreements 
and treaties of every kind must be 
made known, in their entirety, to 
the rest of the world. 

Special alliances and economic 
rivalries and hostilities have been 
the prolific source in the modern 
world of the plans and passions 
that produce war. It would be an 
insincere as well as an insecure 
peace that did not exclvde them 
in definite and binding terms. 

The confidence with which I 
venture to speak for our people in 
these matters does not spring 
from our traditions merely and 
the well-known principles of inter- 
national action which we have al- 
ways professed and followed. In 
the same sentence in which I say 
that the United States will enter 
into no special arrangements or 
understandings with particular 
nations, let me say also that the 
United States is prepared to as- 
sume its full share of responsibil- 
ity for the maintenance of the 
common covenants and under- 
standings upon which peace must 
henceforth rest. 

We still read Washington's im- 
mortal warning against “entan- 
gling alliances’’ with full compre- 
hension and an answering pur- 
pose. But only special and limit- 
ed alliances entangle: and we rec- 
ognize and accept the duty of a 
new day in W hich we are permit- 
ted to hope for a general alliance 
which will entanglements 
and clear the air of the world for 
common understanding and main- 


avoid 


tenance of common rights. 

l have made this analysis of the 
international situation which the 
war has created, not, of course, 
because I doubted whether the 
leaders of the great nations and 
peoples with whom we are associ- 
ated were of the same mind and 
entertained a like purpose, but 
because the air every now and 
again gets darkened by mists and 
groundless doubtings, and 
chievious perversions of counsel, 
and it is necessary once and again 
to sweep all the irresponsible talk 
about peace intrigues and weaken- 
ing morale and doubtful purpose 
on the part of those in authority 
utterly and if need be uncéremon- 
ously aside, and say things in the 
plainest words that can be found, 
‘even when it is only to say over 
again what has been said before, 
quite as plainly if in less unvar- 
nished terms. 

Can't Pervert Issues. 

As I have said, neither I nor 
any other man in governmental 
authority, created or gave form to 
the issnes of this war. I have ’'sim- 
ply responded to them with such 
vision as I could command. But 
I have responded gladly, and with 
a resolution that has grown warm- 
er and more confident as the is- 
sues have grown clearer and cleav- 
er. It is now plain that there are 
issues which no man can pervert, 
unless it be willfully. I am bound 
to fight for them, and happy to 
fight for them as time and cir- 


mis- 


cumstaaces have revealed them to 
me as to all the world. ®ur en- 
thusiasm grows more and more 
irresistible as they stand out in 
more and more vivid and unmis- 
takable outline. 

And the forces that fight for 
them, drawn into closer and closer 
array, Organize their millions into 
more and more unconquerable 
might, as they become more and 
more distinct to the thought and 
purpose of the peoples engaged. 
It is the peculiarity of this great 
war that while statesmen have 
seemed to cast about for defini- 
tions of their purpose, and have 
sometimes seemed to shift their 
ground and their point of view. the 
thought of the mass of men whom 
statesmen are supposed to in- 
struct and lead, has grown more 
and more unclouded, more and 
more certain of what it is that 
they are fighting for. 

National purposes have fallen 
more and more into the back- 
ground, and the common purpose 
of enlightened mankind has taken 
their place. The counsels of plain 
men have become on all hands 
rare simple and straightforward, 
and more unified than the coun- 
of sophisticated men of af- 
fairs who still retain the impres- 
sion that they are playing a game 
of power and playing for high 
stakes. That is why I have said 
that this the neople’s war, not the 
statesmen’s. Statesmen must fol- 
low the clarified common thought 
or be broken. 

I take that to be the significant 
fact that assemblies and associa- 
tions of many kinds made up of 
plain workday people - have de- 
manded almost every time they

JUST A MINUTE 


OUR OWN WAR REVIEW 
HERE somehow has pervaded the 
paper through this past week a 
feeling that the war is mighty near 
over. No justification for this of which 
a soldier would take any notice has 
appeared; but as Socrates said during 
a conference of two-story thinkers on 
the editorial page, a soldier never goes 
down in less than two putts. Whe rest 
of us must take whatever chances 
there are that what we all feel may not 
truly indicate the course of coming 
events. Mr. Antwine, who spent most

gas turned on almost any night now;

Meanwhile, Germany’s allies are get- 
ting off in the paper whenever they 
can and plotting separate peace for 
themselves.

Unfortuately, Thrasymachus laughed 
and had to slide down a column rule at 
this point; but he heard enough to sat- 
isfy everybody in the paper that Ger- 
many cannot long rely upon her allies. 
Judging by the way the Turks and Bul- 
garians were being chased around in 
the paper all week they cannot be 
much longer for the melee. The Turks 
had, if anything, the more terrible ex- 
perience. They were on Page 5, where 
they have been having it pretty easy 
for several months. They knew the 
British were after them: but somehow 
did not discover that a large adver- 
tisement which seemed to appear at 
the top of the page was a bit of Brit- 
ish camouflage.

Glaucon, 
who has the Turks under special ob- 
servation, says most of them will em- 
brace almost any religion now that will 
give them something to eat and take 
the British off them.

He says 
the Turks, like the Germans, have pro- 
ven eyes 5 incapable of mercy, 
and that there is no use trying to teach 
it to a people who have been patiently 
wrought with for several thousand 
years. He is in favor of keeping up 
the present British relation with them 
until there aren’t any, a state of mind 
which Socrates says is always induced 
in anyone who familiarizes himself 
with what the Turks have done to the 
Armenian nation. He thinks Glaucon 
will tolerate enough Turks to keep the 
Turkish baths running, but says we 
must not expect so much until some of 
the more recent Turkish atrocities 
have been somewhat softened by time. 

Meanwhile, what happened the Bul- 
garians during the week was almost 
equally depressing to the opposition. 
The Bulgarians, who are not very nu- 
merous, had a corner on Page 4. It 
was a quiet place, usually surrounded 
by news of a very mild.sort, and almost 
never associated with violence. How- 
ever, if one is on the side of the Kai- 
ser in this affair one never knows 
when One will ascend in fire and con- 
fusion, and so it happened the Bulga- 
rians. None of our scouts saw it, but 
Bulgarians with singed eyebrows, cau- 
liflowered ears and powder-burned 
wits went back through the paper like 
so many bats out of Hell most of the 
week, and we heard almost every one 
of them go into the river column head- 
first. Very little has been said about 
what happened, but the Greeks espe- 
cially have been exhibiting the expres- 
sion of the cat that got the canary.

The Germans, after their 
experience at Messines Ridge, get pan- 
ic-stricken when the British aren't 
making some kind of a noise. 

The Bulgarian Premier caused a good 
deal of amusement during the week by 
appearing on Page 4 waving something 
of his wife's on a long stick.
